COMMISSION TOOK UP ITEM ON PROTECTION AND WELFARE OF CHIL- 
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DREN, WHICH INCLUDES ADOPTION AND CHILDREN BORN OUT OF WEDLOCK. 
DELS FOCUSED MAJOR ATTENTION ON ADOPTION, AGREEING THAT EXPERT 
GROUP SHOULD BE FORMED TO STUDY REPORT SUBMITTED TO COMMISSION S 
24TH SESSION AND DEVELOP PRINCIPLES THAT WILL SERVE AS GUIDES
